Counting thoee In the armed 
forces, the nation's July total of Job 
holdera waa 63,604,000. 

The census bureau noted that In 
June and July employment "Is at a 
summer peak and Includes many 
seasonal and part Ume workers." 
Agricultural employment declined 
310,000 from June but this waa 
more than oft-set by gains In the 
non-farm working force.

Idaho's Grain 
Supplies Said 
To Be "Low ^ 



BOISE. AUf. 8 WV- Blocks ol 
grains in Idaho July. 1 were termed 
today by the U. B. bureau of agri- 
cultureal economics as "low again." 
Total ofl-fann and on-farm hold- 
ings hicluded 1,714,000 bushels of 
wheat, 1M,000 bushels' of com. and 
TB3,000 bushels of oats. 

Total wheat stocks were SI per 
cent of July I last year and about 
40 per cent of the same month in 
19*5. Off-farm stocks— In Interior 
mills and elevators, merchant mills 
and other storagea— were only 4M,- 
000 bushels compared with 799,000 
last year and 3,S31JXI0 bushds In 
1B*5. Farm stocks were 1330WJ 
bushels this year compared with 
1,300,000 bushels In 1B46. 

Total com stocks of which liS,- 

000 bushels were on farms amounted 
to 1M,000 busheU compared with 
165,000 bushels last year. Of the 
toUi 7S3.000 busheU of oats, 040,000 
bushels were on farms. Last year 
total stocks were SO9,0O0 bushels

GOLD STAR FOR CONGRESS 

The 80th congress, which didn't make too 
Impressive a record In its first semester, 
worked hard to bring up its marks In the 
last few days before vacation. One result of 
this effort, which certainly deserves a gold 
star, was the passage of a bill creating a ten- 
man Joint congressional aviation policy 
board. 

The country has been needing a group to 
formulate air policy for two years. Now It 
has two, for the President named a five-man 
civilian board a few days before congress 
acted. It remains to be seen whether two sets 
of heads are better than one. 

With all the work there ts to be done, It is 
to be hoped that the two boards will co-or- 
dinate, co-operate, and avoid the Jealousies, 
Jurisdictional disputes and politics that could 
tional air transportation system. 

Two principal Jobs are facing these two 
boards. They must work out a long-range 
plan for a national air defense system, and 
they must map a future program for a na- 
tional air transportation system. 

In the defense category, a decision has to 
be made on how much of a production nu< 
cleua aircraft manufacturing needs. How 
many plane factories are to stay in business, 
and how many must liquidate or go Into other 
lines of work on a full-time basis, as most 
of them are doing part-time today? 

It will be up to these boards to decide how 
modem a military and commercial air force 
this country must have. ,How hotly Is the 
United States going to pursue other nations 
in developing new types of engines and 
planes, and In mass production? Are wo go- 
ing to spend the hundreds of millions necea- 
aary to develop those much-tallted-or super- 
transports and put them In the air? 

It Is certain that this can't be done under 
present conditions. Last year, both the air- 
plane manufacturing and transport Indus- 
tries as a whole wound up badly in the red. 

There has got to be plaiming and money 
for research on the manufacturing side, and 
lor general airway development In opera- 
tions. Such divergent things as airport ex- 
pansion, all-weather flying and other safety 
measuTM. and payments for carrying air mail 
are all parts of Ihe complex plctbre. . 

Blnce the world Is In the state that it is, 
there must be thought given to a procure- 
ment program In case of emergency. Ob- 
viously, the Ideal result of such a program 
would be a whole aircraft manufacturing 
and operating system just large enough for 
safety and efficiency, small enough to avoid 
an onerous burden of expense, and organized 
for quick and orderly expansion. 

That is a big order. How well It is tilled 
will depend on how well the two boards 
realize the potential advantage of their set- 
iqi. Ideally they can perform a liaison func- 
tion between congress and the President, to 
Whom the civilian board Is responsible, if 
they can agree and work together, much 
valuable time can be saved. And time needs 
to be saved, for the creation of those boards 
comes to the end of two almle.ss years dur- 
ing which America has fallen behind In the 
aircraft parade. 



NEW VOICE IN THE U.N. 

The voice of a new government has bean 
raised in the United Nations. India, though 
hot yet wholly independent, has spoken 
tn^ugh her interim government against the 
Dutch military campaign in Indonesia. 

The protest wan announced by the interim 
government's vice-president. Pandit Jawa- 
harlal Nehru. Ills statement accompanying 
the announcement is worth the thought of 
the security council members, and indeed, 
of all of us. For Pandit Nehru turned atten- 
tion from the continuing two-world differ- 
ences that sometimes seem to threaten tho 
k U.N.'a existence, and recalled some of the 
P half -forgotten purposes for which this world 
organization was formed. 

The charter Includes the following among 
those purposes: 'To maintain international 
peace and security ... to take effective cnl- 
leotlve measures for the prevention and re- 
moval ot threats to the peace, and for the 
suppression ot acts of aggresslnn or other 
breaches of the peace ... to develop friend- 
ly relations among nations based on respect 
for the principle of equal rlghUi and self- 
determination of peoples." 

Clearly the Dutch action Is not bnned on 
recognition of equal rights and self-dotorm- 
Inatlon. It is based on the colonial concept 
of the white man's racial, intellectual, cul- 
tural and physical auporlority.

WHIRLIGIG 

WASTE— A review of lobbylila' effect on leglilRtlon 
during the recent congresa reveali that the euppoiedly 
heavy-spending representative! of the "Intereita" fared 
no better than the special pleaders tor labor, the vet- 
erani, the farmers and similar groups which know 
from long experience that girl and champagne partlei 
and Hollywoodlih entertainment 
constitute a waste of money at 
Washington. 

The utilities, for Instance, ob- 
tained cute In funds for IrrigaUon. 
reclamation and power proJecU 
throughout the country. But the 
economies were largely due to the 
general, bipartisan drive to reduce 
federal coete, and lower tax rates. 
Oongreulonal inquiry had disclosed 
that many of these agencies were 
overloaded with psyroU patrloU, and 
spending cash for projects never 
thorlied by the congress. 
But the power people lost their biggest battle. They 
failed to force through several meaeures designed to 
restrict the federal power commission's authority over 
the production and sale ot natural gu, petroleum and 
hydroclectrlclty. 

PACE— The real estate lobby has been constantly 
aasalled tor Its activities against permanent rent 
controls and enactment ot the Tatt, Wagner-Ellender 
housing program. Here again, as even President 
Truman recognized, a start toward releasing rentals 
from governmental regimentation had to be made 
some time. 

Moreover, neither the White House nor the two 
Democratic Introducers— Senators Wagner and Ellen' 
der— lifted a finger on behalf of federal subAldluUon 
of home building over a period of years. And It U 
generally believed that the OOP leadership will revive 
til!;, iiro^frnm ni the iirM .s?.',slon tor the political 
Guiiport It muy win them In a presidential year. 

Lastly, President Truman set the pace for turning 
this problem over to the private, construction Industry 
when he scrapped the elsborata scheme outlined by 
former Housing Expediter Wilson W. Wyatt. It was 
also Mr. Trumnn who lifted many controls originally 
designed to give preference to veterans and people 
requiring Inexpensive dwellings. 

FOOLISH- The fact ts that the most -clamorous, 
heavily financed and effecUve lobbies at the capital 
arc operated by such groups as organised labor, the 
American Legion and Its allies, the fanners' paid, 
profcHlonal representatives, consumers' Interests and 
the federal government Itself. 

Unlike John Meyer, who reported that he paid 
"party girls" 1100 a night for merely dining with 
army-navy and WPB offlclsls, they do not enUrUln 
on an openly lavish scale. But, year In and year out, 
their aggregate expenditures for headquartars, research 
staffs, legislative agents, special reports, propaganda 
movements and salaries will far exceed the more 
spectacular outlays by inexperienced IndustrlallsU and 
business men. 

Indeed, the latter are not so extravagant as they 
are fooltsh in their use of money for its effect csi 
congre.ts. Like Mr. Hughes, thsy usually expose 
themselves to congressional investigations wtilch make 
. them look ridiculous. 

DINER-OUT— Wartime lobbying, as a matter of 
fact, was not directed so much toward Influencing 
congress as making friends around the White House 
and among army-navy, maritime commission and 
WPB officials. It was they who had final authority 
over the award and terms of contracts running Into 
billions ot dollars. 

Donald Nelson, former WPB chsirman, was a fre- 
quent diner-out, and his hosts were usually contractors. 
Army generals, colonels and even majors never ate or 
4rank or lived so well as they did from IMI to 19*5. 

Nor are they to be held especially blameworthy for 
accepUng these InvlUUons. Frequently, more Impor- 
tant and necessary business wu transacted over a 
porterhouse or a Scotch -and -soda than over a Grand 
Haplds desk. 

CHECK— White House relatlvee, secretartw' and 

hongeni-on likewise lived well during the hUarre era 
thst wss so well described In "B. F.'s Daughter." 
Elliott Roosevelt was not the only one who capitalised 
on TOR'S prestige and power. 

Incidentally, the BrewsUr expose has President 
Truman's blessing. As former head of the senste war 
Investigating commltWe. he discovered how susceptible 
Illustrious members of execuUve departments were to 
fleshpots for which somebody else took up the check. 

"FAIR"— The writer has received several letters from 
well-mfonned Oallfomlans anent his recent charac- 
torlsaUon of Gov. Earl Wsrren as "ultra-liberal" 
and pro-OIO." They Uke kind but firm exception 
to these adJeeUves, and further Inquiry substantiates 
their objections.

Around the 
table there was 
general agree- 
ment Rarely, If 
ever, have so 
many hurricane 
warnings gone up 
at once In eo 
many different 
places. Never has 
there been the 
same urgency to try to deflect the 
storm. If possible and, falling that, to 
batten down what can be saved. As 
usual, the ship of stato Is under- 
manned and the able members of 
the crew are badly overworked. 

It would be hard to say which 
crisis has top prtorlty. Each one 
touches the roots of American .for- 
eign policy and, deeper than that, 
American security. Each one de- 
mands urgent attention and effort. 

Number one in Its Immediate ef- 
fect U the United Nations struggle 
over Greece. The Russian veto of 
the Balkan border commission wss 
long expected, and yet some small 
hope persisted that the Soviet union 
might merely abstain. The veto Is 
taken as an unmistakable sign that 
the Soviets mean to continue to try 
to destroy the govenunent and bring 
Grece within the iron curtain. 

The Greek crisis U the three- 
alarm fire on the European horlson. 
What Is happening In Indonesia Is 
like a conriagration deep In the 
earth, spreading . Insidiously and 
promising to flame Into the open 
on an unprecedented scale. 

The potentialities for ultimate dis- 
aster are far greater in Indonesli 
than In Greece.

More serious Is the long-torm re- 
sult. We in this hemisphere caa 
hardly begin to.uiprecUte the re- 
action In Asia. The effort ot the 
Dutch* to restore colonisation will 
be passionately, and profoundly re- 
sented wherever colonial peoples are 
struggling for Independence. 
The tragedy la that It wlU tend to 
ulllfy the magnificent perform- 
ance of the British tn helping the 
people of India achieve sUUhood. 
The stubbornness of the Dutch, In 
the face of pleading and warning 
from the United BUtes and Britain, 
wUI bo cr«dltod to "white Imper- 
ialism" without regard to national- 
ity/. It Is a handsome gift to the 
communists, who will make full use 
of It in their drive to annex Asia's 
millions. 

The resentment In Australia Is 
Just as great as It Is In India and 
Chins. Seven mUllcn Australians 
constltuto a tiny Island In a world 
of color, and they know It. This 
realization Is behind the action of 
the Australian delegation at Uce 
Success In urging Immediate ac- 
tion by the United Nations to bring 
about a truce in Indonesia. 

We forget so quickly. About a year 
before the war In the Pacific ended, 
Japanese propaganda throughout 
Asia underwent a subtle change. 
The Japs began to hint that 
they would be compelled to with- 
draw from the areas they had taken 
by force.
